W hether or not it is hopeless!) bogged dow n or not we 
don’t know. 


It would he very interesting to many people here to learn just 
w hat the prospects are ot ever building the 1 ramway. While 
most people thought it would he a great boon to 1 aim Springs 
there were those w ho wondered just what effect this big tourist 
attraction w ould have on the community. 
There were some 
pretty strong forces at work against the building oí this tourist 
lift, as those close to the picture well remember. Open opposi­ 
tion was led by the “conservatives" who fought the Tramway 
because it moved trowels into natures wonderland on the slopes 
of San Jacinto. Opposition from other sources was suspected but 
never brought out in the open. 


W ere these opponents responsible for the repeated delays —- 
or are there other reasons? Should w e just w rite off the whole 
idea and forget it? 


If the Tramway Authority would make a report on the present 
status of the project it would he of interest to a lot of people. 
Perhaps they have good reasons for not w anting to do so. \ \ 1 
w ould like very much to see them make some statem ent for the 
enlightenm ent of those interested. 


W e understand that a big passenger aerial tram w ay is being 
built in Italy with cars designed to carry som ething like sixty 
people. W e d o n ’t have much information on this but, if there 
is such a thing, it should be looked into by our own Tramway 
Authority. 
It might answ er a lot of perplexing problems with 
w hich they have b een confronted.
